the  Board  by  the  Committee  as  the  result  of  its  agent's  negotia- 
tions, or  said  that  if  such  figures  had  been  offered,  it  was  by  one 
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or  more,  but  not  all,  the  interests  in  the  property,   or  by  some 
person  without  the  proper  authority  to  act  for  all  of  them. 

While  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  make  the  settlements  for 
lands  taken,  the  Commissioners  find  it  is  far  easier  to  do  this  with

The  Board  of  Assessors,  in  accordance  with  the  statutes,  has 
certified  that  the  average  valuation  which  forms  the  basis  for 
computing  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present 
year  amounts  to  $1,007,017,424.  Two  and  ninety  one-hundredths 
dollars  on  each  thousand  of  this  valuation  amounts  to  $2,920,350; 
and  to  this  sum  should  be  added  an  unexpended  balance  for  the 
financial  year  1899-1900  of  $34,958.46,  an  excess  of  income  over 
the  expected  amount  for  1899-1900  of  $3,076.85,  and  the  esti- 
mated income  for  the  present  year,  placed  at  $40,000,  making  a 
total  sum  of  $2,998,385.31,  this  being  the  total  legal  limit  which 
the  School  Committee  can  appropriate  for  running  expenses  the 
present  year. 

Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $251,754.35  must  be  appropriated 
under  the  statutes,  for  such  repairs  and  alterations  upon  school 
buildings  as  the  School  Committee  shall  order.

such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such  disease  by 
such  child  has  passed. 

Except  as  already  provided  in  this  section,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  public  schools  without  a  certificate  of  a 
physician  that  such  child  has  been  vaccinated,  but  this  certificate 
shall  not  be  required  of   pupils   who  are  transferred  from  one 
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public  school  to  another.  In  all  cases  of  admissions  of  children 
for  the  first  time  to  the  public  schools,  the  principals  shall  make 
a  record  in  some  book,  accessible  for  reference,  of  the  fact  that 
certificates  of  vaccination  or  certificates  that  the  children  are  unfit 
subjects  for  vaccination  have  been  presented,  giving  the  name  of 
each  child,  the  date  of  admission,  and  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  physician  by  whom  the  certificate  is  signed. 

No  child  sick  with  the  whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  to 
attend  school.  When  children  are  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  sickness,  and  whenever  the  principal  of  a  school  has  reason  to 
believe  that  contagious  disease  exists  in  any  household  he  shall 
be  authorized  to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases  can 
be  properly  investigated.  Pupils  shall  not  be  sent  during  school 
hours  to  the  houses  of  absent  pupils  to  ascertain  the  cause  for  such 
absence.

period  of  at  least  two  weeks,  and,  in  a  case  of  measles,  of  at  least 
three  days,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or  death  of 
such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such  disease  by 
such  child  has  passed. 

Except  as  already  provided  in  this  section,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  public  schools  without  a  certificate  of  a 
physician  that  such  child  has  been  vaccinated,  but  this  certificate 
shall  not  be  required  of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from  one 
public  school  to  another.  In  all  cases  of  admissions  of  children 
for  the  first  time  to  the  public  schools  the  principals  shall  make 
a  record  in  some  book  accessible  for  reference,  of  the  fact  that 
certificates  of  vaccination  or  certificates  that  the  children  are 
unfit  subjects  for  vaccination  have  been  presented,  giving  the 
name  of  each  child,  the  date  of  admission,  and  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  physician  by  whom  the  certificate  is  signed. 

No  child  sick  with  the  whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  to 
attend  school.  When  children  are  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  sickness,  and  whenever  the  principal  of  a  school  has  reason  to 
believe  that  contagious  disease  exists  in  any  household,  he  shall 
be  authorized  to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases  can  be 
properly  investigated.  Pupils  shall  not  be  sent  during  school 
hours  to  the  houses  of  absent  pupils  to  ascertain  the  cause  for 
such  absence.  The  principal  of  any  school  upon  the  receipt  of 
information  satisfactory  to  him  that  any  pupil  attending  a  school 
under  his  charge  has  visited  a  household  where  at  the  time  of 
such  visit  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  or  measles  ex- 
isted, shall,  where  the  disease  was  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever,  suspend  such  pupil  from  school  for  a  period  of  two  weeks, 
and,  where  the  disease  was  measles,  for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
days,  next  following  such  visit.

Training,  submitted  the  following  report : 

On  due  notice  given  to  all  parties  having  any  apparent  interest 
in  the  controversy  a  hearing  was  given  on  April  2,  at  which 
evidence  was  fully  heard  on  both  sides. 

The  gentleman  who  conducted  the  case  for  those  objecting  to 
Mr.  Sylvester's  confirmation  stated  at  the  opening  of  the  hearing, 
in  answer  to  an  inquiry  by  the  committee,  that  the  opposition  to 
Mr.  Sylvester  was  based  solely  upon  the  following  groimds: 

1st,  That  he  made  an  agreement  with  certain  representatives 
of  the  Pattern  Makers'  Association  which  he  failed  to  keep. 

2d,  That  though  a  competent  pattern  maker  he  was  not  com- 
petent as  a  teacher. 

Your  committee  therefore  directed  their  attention  to  these 
matters  alone. 

It  appears  that  the  Pattern  Makers'  Association  in  May,  1899, 
ordered  a  strike  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  the  employers  of 
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pattern  makers  to  concede  a  nine-hour  day.  Among  other  em- 
ployers against  whom  the  strike  was  ordered  was  C.  A.  Phillips  of 
Purchase  street.  This  strike  continued  during  the  summer  and  fall , 
at  least  nominally.  Mr.  Sylvester  was  instructor  at  the  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute  until  the  first  of  July,  1899.  In  the  early 
days  of  September  he  applied  to  Mr.  Phillips  for  temporary  em- 
ployment. At  that  time  he  had  no  knowledge  that  any  strike 
had  been  ordered,  or  that  Mr.  Phillips'  establishment  was  in  any 
way  under  the  ban  of  the  Pattern  Makers'  Association.  He  found 
the  shop  apparently  in  full  blast,  and  entered  into  Mr.  Phillips' 
employ. 

After  he  had  been  there  a  few  days  he  was  informed  by  an 
acquaintance  that  a  strike  had  been  ordered  against  Mr.  Phillips' 
establishment,  and  was  asked  to  visit  the  headquarters  of  the 
Pattern  Makers'  Association  at  No.  724  Washington  street.  He  did 
so.  It  is  at  the  meeting  held  at  this  time  that  he  is  alleged  to 
have  made  the  promise  which  his  opponents  say  he  has  dishonor- 
ably broken.  It  appears  that  he  here  entered  into  a  conference 
with  John  Main,  Business  Agent  of  the  Pattern  Makers'  Associa- 
tion, with  one  Jones,  Treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  said  Association,  and  with  James  Wilson  and  John 
Dowd,  two  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  It  is 
agreed  that  he  was  requested  by  some  one  of  the  gentlemen  named 
to  leave  the  employ  of  C.  A.  Phillips,  that  he  declined;  that  he 
was  offered  17.00  a  week  if  he  would  leave,  and  that  he  declined 
that  offer.  It  was  claimed  that  he  was  offered  $10.00  a  week  and 
refused  that;  was  then  offered  $12.00  a  week  and  the  first  business 
opening  which  the  Business  Agent  could  obtain  for  him,  and  that 
he  then  promised  that  he  would  leave  Mr.  Phillips'  employ,  and 
would  report  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Association  the  next 
morning.  He  admittedly  did  not  leave  Mr.  Phillips'  employ,  and 
did  not  report  at  the  Association  room  the  next  morning,  but 
remained  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Phillips  until  about  the  first  of 
January,  1900. 

Of  the  persons  present  at  this  conference  at  which  this  alleged 
promise  was  made,  Messrs.  Main  and  Dowd  appeared  before  your 
committee.  An  affidavit  of  James  Wilson  was  also  offered, which 
alleged  substantially  that  Mr.  Sylvester  "promised"  James 
Wilson  and  John  Main  that  he  would  leave  Mr.  Phillips'  employ. 
This  affidavit  does  not  purport  to  set  forth  any  of  the  language 
constituting  this  alleged  promise  of  Mr.  Sylvester,  but  states  the 
conclusion  of  the  affiant  by  the  use  of  the  word  "  promise." 

Mr.  Main  testified  that  the  "  promise  "  was  made,  although  he 
was  not  able  to  state  the  substance  of  the  language  used,  nor  to 
state  the  person  who  made  the  offer  to  Mr.  Sylvester. 

Mr.  Dowd  stated  in  substance  that  the  "promise"  was  made, 
but  he,  too,  was  unable  to  state  the  substance  of  the  language; 
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and  it  seemed  quite  clear  that  all  of  these  witnesses  were  stating 
their  inferences  and  conclusions  rather  than  their  memory  of 
words  and  facts.  Mr.  Jones  did  not  appear  before  your  commit- 
tee, and  the  Business  Agent  testified  that  the  representatives  of 
the  Pattern  Makers'  Association  had  made  no  attempt  to  have 
him  come  before  the  committee.  It  appeared,  however,  that  Mr. 
Jones  had  stated  to  various  persons  that  no  promise  was  made. 
It  was  stated  by  Mr.  Main  and  Mr.  Dowd  that  a  record  was  made 
of  the  action  of  the  committee  which  conferred  with  Mr.  Sylves- 
ter, and  on  the  request  of  your  committee  the  record  was  pro- 
duced, a  messenger  being  sent  to  the  office  of  the  association 
during  the  hearing.     The  record  actually  made  was  as  follows: 

"Sept.  11,  1899.  Brother  Wilson  stated  that  the  committee 
had  had  a  conference  with  W.  A.  Sylvester,  and  B.  A.  (the  busi- 
ness agent)  was  instructed  to  see  if  he  could  not  get  him  a  job. 
By  motion,  the  B.  A.  was  instructed  to  see  Harry  Lloyd,  and  have 
him  go  and  see  W.  A.  Sylvester." 

It  appears  to  your  committee  that  this  record  is  entirely  incon- 
sistent with  the  claim  made  that  Mr.  Sylvester  had  made  a  clear 
and  definite  promise  that  he  would  leave  the  employ  of  Mr.  Phil- 
lips. In  the  first  place,  there  is  no  record  of  any  agreement  to 
pay  him  any  sum  of  money.  In  the  second  place,  the  record  that 
the  Business  Agent  should  try  to  find  a  place  for  Mr.  Sylvester 
seems  to  point  to  further  attempts  to  be  made  to  get  Mr.  Sylvester 
out  of  the  employ  of  Mr.  Phillips,  not  in  pursuance  of  an  agree- 
ment previously  made,  but  by  a  means  yet  to  be  found.  In  the 
third  place,  the  record  that  the  Business  Agent  should  see  Mr. 
Harry  Lloyd,  who,  it  was  testified,  was  to  see  and  influence  Mr. 
Sylvester  to  leave  the  employ  of  Mr.  Phillips,  is  inconsistent  with 
the  existence  of  any  previous  agreement.  There  was  no  occasion 
for  Mr.  Lloyd  to  see  Mr.  Sylvester  if  Mr.  Sylvester  had  already 
agreed  to  do  what  the  association  wanted.  This  record  is  dated 
September  11, 1899,  which  was  Monday.  The  conference  between 
Mr.  Sylvester  and  the  representatives  of  the  association  was  on 
September  9,  Saturday  night.  There  is,  therefore,  every  pre- 
sumption that  this  record  correctly  expresses  the  attitude  of 
mind  of  the  persons  who  had  dealt  with  Mr.  Sylvester,  and,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  is  sufficient  to  deprive  the  testi- 
mony given  by  the  j^ersons  appearing  of  any  substantial  weight. 
Moreover,  the  subsequent  conduct  of  the  parties  is  inconsistent 
with  the  existence  of  such  agreement  as  is  alleged.  Although 
they  knew  he  remained  in  Mr.  Phillips'  employ,  they  did  not 
write  him,  see  him  again,  or  in  any  way  indicate  their  claim  that 
he  was  breaking  his  agreement.  They  did  none  of  the  things 
they  would  naturally  have  done  if  the  understanding  was  as  they 
now  claim.  In  addition  to  this  fact,  Mr.  Sylvester  tells  a  per- 
fectly reasonable  and  credible  story.    He  says  that  he  was  offered 
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by  the  representatives  of  the  Pattern  Makers'  Association  110  a 
week,  and  that  he  declined  it;  that  no  offer  of  $12  a  week  was 
made  to  him;  that  he  did  say  to  these  representatives  that  he 
would  make  efforts  tlirough  his  brother  to  obtain  a  place  where 
his  employment  would  not  be  obnoxious  to  this  labor  association, 
with  which  he  was  in  no  way  in  antagonism,  and  that  he  made 
these  efforts  and  that  they  failed;  that  it  was  never  called  to  his 
attention  that  the  representatives  of  the  association  claimed  that 
he  had  made  an  agreement  to  leave  the  employ  of  Mr.  Phillips, 
and  this  was  not  disputed  by  these  representatives.  In  fact,  Mr. 
Sylvester  states  that  he  never  heard  from  them  again  with  refer- 
ence to  leaving  this  employ,  except  that  in  November,  1899,  he 
was  threatened  that  a  book  which  he  had  written  and  published 
would  be  boycotted  by  the  labor  unions  if  he  continued  in  the 
employ  of  Mr.  Phillips,  who  was  under  their  ban.  He  stated 
that  he  had  never  heard  of  their  claim  that  he  had  broken  his 
agreement  until  after  his  nomination  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools;  it  was  conceded  that  the  representatives  made  no  effort 
to  communicate  with  him  after  this  conference  of  Sept.  9. 

It  appears  that  the  Pattern  Makers'  Association  did  not  request 
Mr.  Sylvester  to  join  them.  Their  efforts  were  directed  solely 
to  inducing  him,  without  becoming  a  member  of  their  organiza- 
tion, to  refrain  from  working  for  a  man  against  whom  they  had 
ordered  a  strike.  The  case,  therefore,  involves  no  question  of 
favoring  or  antagonizing  labor  organizations.  The  question  for 
the  determination  of  your  committee  and  of  this  Board  is 
whether  Mr.  Sylvester  made  and  dishonorably  broke  an  agree- 
ment. Your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the 
evidence  fails  to  substantiate  their  charge  against  him. 

In  proof  of  the  allegation  of  Mr.  Sylvester's  incompetency  cer- 
tain letters  were  introduced  from  officials  and  professors  at  the 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  some  tending  to  show  that  as  an 
instructor  in  that  Institution  he  had  not  been  entirely  successful 
and  some,  on  the  other  hand,  expressing  commendation  of  his 
work.  This  testimony  resting  entirely  in  correspondence  was  so 
conflicting  in  character  that  your  committee  were  unable  to  draw 
any  satisfactory  conclusion  therefrom. 

It  appeared  further  that  Mr.  Sylvester  is  a  draftsman  and  pat- 
tern maker  of  many  years  experience;  that  he  has  conducted  a 
pattern  making  establishment  for  some  fifteen  (15)  years;  and 
that  he  is  considered  to  be  a  man  of  ability  and  skill  in  that  kind 
of  work.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  be  well  established  that  he 
possesses  the  re(iuisite  mechanical  knowledge  for  the  position  to 
which  he  has  been  nominated. 

Furthermore,  for  the  past  three  months  Mr.  Sylvester  has  been 
filling  temporarily  the  position  of  teacher  of  woodworking  in  our 
schools,  dificharging  its  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superin- 
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tendent  of  Schools  and  the  Director  of  Manual  Training.  He 
is  not,  therefore,  an  untried  man,  but  has  demonstrated  by 
actual  service  in  our  schools  his  capacity  and  his  ability  to  meet 
acceptably  the  requirements  of  the  position. 

Your  committee  therefore  feel  that  his  competency  cannot  be 
seriously  questioned  and  that  the  evidence  does  not  warrant  a 
rejection  of  his  nomination  on  that  ground. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  charges  against  Mr.  Sylvester 
have  not  been  sustained  and  recommend  that  his  appointment  be 
approved. 

The  report  was  accepted.

ment ;  and  have  formulated  rules  defining  the  duties  of 
the  Director  and  of  his  assistants,  which  they  are 
confident  will  produce  satisfactory  results  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  department.

Mr.  Anderson,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  presented  the  following : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred —  Mar.  27  —  a  report  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
matters  relating  to  the  course  of  study  in  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools,  and  on  proposed  changes  in  the  school  year  (School 
Document  No.  8,  1900),  after  careful  consideration  thereof,  sub- 
mit the  following  report: 

From  a  financial  point  of  view  the  more  important  changes 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  the  establishment 
of  vacation  schools,  and  a  reduction  in  the  quota  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  in  the  grammar  and  primary  grades.  Your  committee, 
believing  that  these  propositions  should  be  considered  by  the 
committee  whose  duty  it  is  to  pass  upon  the  expenditures  of 
the  Board,  requested  the  Committee  on  Accounts  to  consider 
the  financial  aspect  of  these  recommendations,'  and  have  received 
the  following  communication,  which  is  self-explanatory: 

In  Committee  on  Accounts,  April  20,  1900. 

The  following  is  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations: 

If  vacation  schools  were  established  as  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system,  it  is  i)robablo  that  all  schools  of  this  kind  now 
conducted  by  private  individuals  would  bo  carried  on  at  the 
expense  of  the  city. 

All  sections  of  the  city  would  undoubtedly  ask  for  them. 

If  they  wore  attended  by  but  lifteen  per  cent,  of  the  public 
scliool  children  it  would  mean  at  least  the  establishment  of  lifty 
schools  of  two  hundred  pupils  each,  requiring  probably  five  in- 
structors for  each  school. 
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If  the  schools  were  opened  two  months,  and  the  average  salary- 
paid  each  instructor  were  fifty  dollars  per  month,  it  would  require 
$25,000  for  salaries  of  instructors  alone. 

The  material  needed,  and  janitor  and  other  service  required, 
would  doubtless  bring  the  cost  up  to  $30,000  per  annum. 

The  number  of  regular  instructors,  exclusive  of  principals,  in 
the  grammar  and  primary  schools  is,  in  round  numbers,  1,350.  If 
the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  was  reduced  from  56  to  50,  it 
would  mean  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  teachers, 
or  135;  but  as  some  of  the  schools,  on  account  of  seating  capacity, 
are  not  now  on  the  basis  of  56  pupils  to  a  teacher,  probably  100 
additional  teachers  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  proposed 
change. 

This  number,  at  the  average  salary  paid  these  teachers,  would 
entail  an  additional  expense  of  180,000  per  annum. 

A  more  serious  feature  of  this  arrangement  would  be  lack  of 
accommodations.  One  hundred  teachers  would  require  100  rooms, 
equivalent  to  8  primary  school-houses  of  6  rooms  each,  and  4 
grammar  school-houses  of  13  rooms  each;  and  the  cost  of  these 
structures  would  undoubtedly  mean  the  larger  part  of  a  million 
dollars. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  would  state  that  the  limited  ap- 
propriation would  not  permit  the  opening  of  vacation  schools, 
nor  the  proposed  reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher.

The  various  recommendations  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
are  recapitulated  on  pages  23  and  24  of  their  report,  under  the 
heading,  "  Summary  of  Conclusions,"  and,  for  convenience,  your 
committee  have  adopted  the  same  arrangement  in  presenting 
their  views:  ' 

1.  It  is  not  expedient  to  lengthen  the  school  year,  nor  to  estab- 
lish a  summer  term  for  all  the  schools. 

Your  committee  agree  with  the  conclusion  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  with  regard  to  this  matter,  and  accordingly  recom- 
mend that  no  further  action  is  necessary. 

2.  A  number  of  vacation  schools  should  be  established  to  care 
for  children  whose  parents  desire  it. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  recommendation 
should  probably  be  adopted;  they  do  not  agree  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts  tliat  all  sections  of  the  city  will  want  vacation 
schools,  or  that  the  expense  will  be  $25,000,  or  half  that  sum; 
but  before  the  Board  commits  itself  finally  to  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  vacation  schools  as  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system,  they  believe  the  matter  should  be  dealt  with  ox- 
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perimentally  with  a  free  hand  by  some  committee  of  the  Board, 
in  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  results 
obtained  laid  before  the  Board,  to  guide  it  in  some  degree  in  its 
future  policy.  An  order  is  appended  to  carry  into  effect  the  fore- 
going recommendation. 

3.  The  regulation  for  the  apportionment  of  teachers  to  the 
schools  should  be  changed,  so  that  the  maximum  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  should  be  50  instead  of  56,  except  in  the  first 
grade,  where  it  should  be  42. 

After  due  consideration  your  committee  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  quota  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  should  be  reduced 
from  fifty-six  to  fifty  in  the  grammar  schools,  and  in  the  second 
and  third  grades  of  the  primary  schools,  and  to  forty-two 
in  the  first  grade  of  the  primary  schools.  Your  committee  be- 
lieve that  this  change  will  result  in  a  better  ordering  of  the  ser- 
vice, by  doing  away  with  extra  teachers  and  by  limiting  gradually, 
the  employment  of  special  teachers  to  those  branches  where 
their  services  are  indispensable.  Your  committee  believe  that 
with  economy  and  by  a  thorough  organization  of  the  service  so 
that  no  power  shall  be  wasted,  the  change  can  be  effected,  by 
slow  degrees,  without  undue  additional  expense.  Orders  are 
appended  for  carrying  the  foregoing  recommendations  into  effect. 

4.  It  is  not  expedient  to  reduce  the  number  of  subjects  in  the 
Course  of  Study. 

5.  All  pupils  should  undertake  all  the  subjects,  but  they 
should  not  be  compelled  to  pursue  all  the  studies  to  the  end  of 
the  course,  when  their  interests  would  be  promoted  by  omission 
and  concentration.  The  omission  recommended  is  not  to  make 
the  work  easier,  but  to  make  it  more  iDrofitable. 

6.  In  the  grammar  school  a  smaller  number  of  studies  should 
be  pursued  at  the  same  time  than  is  now  the  practice.  Time 
should  bo  allowed  for  at  least  three  study  periods  daily,  and  exer- 
cises should  not  exceed  forty  minutes  in  length. 

8.  Grading  should  be  so  elastic  as  not  to  hinder  the  progress 
of  any  pupil.  Standards  of  promotion  and  graduation  should  be 
adjusted  to  tlie  capacity  and  needs  of  individuals.  Classes  should 
bo  instructed  individually,  in  groups  or  as  a  wliole,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  subject  and  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 

9.  There  should  be  eight  grades  instead  of  nine  between  the 
kindergarten  and  the  high  school. 

Your  committee,  deeming  these  recommendations  to  be  such 
as  should  properly  be  considered  under  the  rules  of  the  Board,  by 
the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  and  Text  Books,  have  re- 
quested tliat  coinmitteo  to  take  them  under  consideration,  and  to 
report  their  conclusions  tlieroon.  That  committee,  however, 
have  not  as  yet  i)re8ented  their  views,  and  your  committee  there- 
fore ask  leave  to  report  later  on  these  matters. 
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Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
orders: 

(1.)  Ordered^  That  a  special  committee  of  three,  to  be  known 
as  the  Committee  on  Vacation  Schools,  be  appointed,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board,  with  authority  to  establish  in  such  of 
the  school  buildings  and  grounds  as  they  may  designate,  vacation 
schools  to  be  conducted  during  the  ensuing  summer  vacation; 
that  all  teachers  and  other  persons  employed  in  said  schools 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  said  committee ;  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000)  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any  unexpended  balance  of 
any  appropriation  heretofore  made,  to  be  designated  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  for  the  support  of  said  schools,  and  that 
the  said  committee  make  a  report  of  its  doings,  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  they  may  deem  expedient,  on  or  before  Nov.  1, 
1900. 

(2.)  Ordered^  That  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations 
be  directed  to  prepare  such  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations as  shall  provide  one  teacher  for  every  fifty  pupils  in  the 
grammar  grades  and  in  the  second  and  third  grades  primary,  and 
one  teacher  for  every  forty-two  pupils  in  the  first  grade  primary.

that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such  disease  by  such  child  has 
passed. 

Except  as  already  provided  in  this  section,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  public  schools  without  a  certificate  of  a 
physician  that  such  child  has  been  vaccinated,  but  this  certificate 
shall  not  be  required  of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from  one  pub- 
lic school  to  another.  In  all  cases  of  admissions  of  children  for 
the  first  time  to  the  public  schools,  the  principals  shall  make  a 
record  in  some  book,  accessible  for  reference,  of  the  fact  that 
certificates  of  vaccination  or  certificates  that  the  children  are 
unfit  subjects  for  vaccination  have  been  presented,  giving  the 
name  of  each  child,  the  date  of  admission  and  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  physician  by  whom  the  certificate  is  signed. 

No  child  sick  with  the  whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  to 
attend  school.  When  children  are  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  sickness,  and  whenever  the  principal  of  a  school  has  reason  to 
believe  that  contagious  disease  exists  in  any  household  he  shall 
be  authorized  to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases  can 
be  properly  investigated.  Pupils  shall  not  be  sent  during  school 
hours  to  the  liouses  of  absent  pupils  to  ascertain  the  cause  for 
such  absence.  The  principal  of  any  school  upon  the  receipt  of 
information  satisfactory  to  him  that  any  pupil  attending  a  school 
under  his  charge  has  visited  a  household  where  at  the  time  of 
such  visit  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  or  measles  ex- 
isted, shall,  where  the  disease  was  small-pox,  diphtheria  or 
scarlet  fever,  suspend  such  pupil  from  school  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks,  and,  where  the  disease  was  measles,  for  a  period  of  at 
least  one  week,  next  following  such  visit. 

Accepted,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order 
read  twice  and  passed.

The  Committee  considered  a  communication  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Rules  and  Regulations  with  regard  to  certain  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  matters  relating  to 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools,  and  on 
proposed  changes  in  the  school  year,  and  it  was 

Voted^  That  the  recommendations  suggested  by  that  commit- 
tee as  proper  for  the  consideration  of  this  committee,  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Sui)ervisors  should,  with  the 
exception  of  the  ninth  (reducing  the  length  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  School  course  from  nine  years  to  eight),  be  adopted, 
and  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  be  informed 
that  in  the  judgment  of  this  committee  proper  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  Rules  and  in  the  courses  of  study  to  carry  these 
recommendations  into  effect.  As  to  the  ninth  recommendation 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  that  there  be  eight  grades  instead  of 
nine  between  the  Kindergarten  and  the  High  School,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  course  of  study  covering  eight  years  for  the  Primary 
and  Grammar  Schools,  and  to  submit  it  to  the  Board  for  its 
further  consideration.

mendations of  the  Superintendent,  presented  to  the  Board  at  its 
meeting  of  Dec.  27,  1898,  on  the  same  subject,  report  that  they 
have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  refer  first  to  the 
admission  of  students  to  the  Normal  School,  and  second,  to  the 
immediate  employment  of  the  graduates  in  the  public  schools. 
Under  existing  regulations  all  students  who  have  completed  the 
fourth  year  of  the  high  school  course,  provided  they  are  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  are  recommended  by  the  master,  may  enter  the 
Normal  School  without  examination.  The  Superintendent  pro- 
poses two  changes:  first,  to  limit  the  number  annually  admitted 
to  the  Normal  School  to  75,  and  second,  to  select  this  number  by 
competitive  examination,  from  students  of  superior  class  stand- 
ing in  the  high  schools. 

The  chief  end  in  view  as  stated  by  the  Superintendent  is  to 
reduce  the  number  of  graduates  from  the  Normal  School,  now 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  number  of  teachers  who  can  find  per- 
manent employment  in  the  schools  of  the  city. 

In  considering  the  effects  of  the  liberal  conditions  of  admission 
to  the  Normal  School  now  existing,  the  committee  find,  as  stated 
by  the  Superintendent,  that  for  several  years  the  supply  of 
teachers  graduated  from  the  school  has  greatly  exceeded  the  de- 
mand of  the  school  system.  The  committee  also  find  that  each 
year  a  considerable  number  of  persons  enter  the  Normal  School 
whose  high  school  standing  in  scholarship  has  been  relatively 
low.     This  they  believe  to  be  the  greater  evil  of  the  two. 

That  the  scholarship  of  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
should  be  superior  to  the  passable  or  average  scholarshij)  re- 
quired for  graduation  from  the  high  schools  is  a  proposition 
wliich  needs  no  argument  to  support.  To  raise  the  standard  of 
scholarshij)  required  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School  would  in 
time  elevate  the  whole  teaching  force  of  the  city.  This  is  a  matter 
which  vitally  concerns  every  parent  whose  children  attend  the 
public  schools.  When  parents  are  compelled  by  law  to  send  their 
children  to  school  until  they  are  fourteen  years  of  age,  they  have 
a  right  to  demand  that  the  teachers  shall  be  the  best  which  the 
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city  can  obtain.  The  committee,  therefore,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  admission  to  the  Normal  School  should  be  by  special  exam- 
ination conducted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  only 
those  students  who  have  attained  a  relatively  superior  standing 
in  the  high  schools  should  be  admissible  to  such  examinations. 

Under  these  conditions  the  number  of  persons  annually  ad- 
mitted to  the  Normal  School  w^ould  probably  be  considerably 
smaller  than  at  present. 

The  committee  believe  that  such  an  incidental  reduction  would 
be  a  more  satisfactory  mode  of  accomplishing  the  end  desired  by 
the  Superintendent  than  to  fix  by  regulation  an  arbitrary  limit. 

Concerning  the  second  part  of  the  Superintendent's  recom- 
mendations, namely:  that  all  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  School 
be  immediately  placed  in  temporary  service  at  a  moderate  salary 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  their  qualifications  for  permanent  em- 
ployment, your  committee  approve  the  recommendation,  be- 
lieving that  such  practical  tests  would  supplement  the  more 
theoretical  part  of  their  professional  training.  The  work  now 
done  in  the  primary  schools  by  special  assistants,  would  be  done 
by  members  of  this  corps,  and  they  would  also  do  much  of  the 
substituting,  so  that  the  added  expense  of  their  employment 
would  not  be  large. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
orders : 

(1.)     Ordered^    That  the  Kegulations  be  amended  as  follows:

Section281.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  must  have  good  health  and  a  good  moral  character.

kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the  other  optional  courses  in  one 
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year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for  the  regular  and 
special  courses,  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year.  All 
pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  prove  unsuitable  for  this  school, 
shall  be  discharged.

Deab  Sir,  —  In  compliance   with  your  request  borings  have 
been  made  on  two  lots  of  land  near  the  Fens,  and  the  two  accom- 
panying  plans  show  the  location  of  the  borings  made  and  the 
character  of  the  ground  as  indicated  by  the  borings. 

The  lot  opposite  Bryant  street  has  clay  at  grades  varying  from 
18  to  29  feet  below  city  base.  This  clay  is  about  of  the  same 
character  as  is  found  on  most  of  the  Back  Bay  territory.  The 
piles  required  for  foundation  will  need  to  be  from  25  to  40  feet  in 
length  below  the  point  where  they  are  to  be  cut  off. 

The  lot  between  Gainsborough  and  Batavia  street  has  gravel  at 
grades  varying  from  4  to  6  feet  below  city  base.  This  gravel  is 
coarse  and  of  considerable  depth.  The  piles  required  for  founda- 
tion will  need  to  be  from  15  to  17  feet  below  the  point  they 
are  cut  off;  or  a  masonry  foundation  could,  if  desired,  be  carried 
down  to  the  gravel  without  piles.

Your  committee  stated  in  their  report  upon  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  school  buildings  presented  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  (School  Document  No.  6,  1900)  that  it  would  be  impossible 
under  existing  financial  limitations  to  perform  during  the  com- 
ing summer  the  usual  and  absolutely  necessary  current  repairs, 
and  to  also  meet  the  cost  of  installing  a  large  amount  of  new 
sanitary,  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  but  that  they  ex- 
pected to  begin  a  movement  toward  the  ultimate  correction  of 
the  sanitary  defects  in  school  buildings  which  have  been  pointed 
out  in  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  School-house 
Agent.  Your  committee  have  endeavored  to  present  their  esti- 
mates in  as  much  detail  as  possible,  but  have  been  unable  to 
itemize  the  proposed  expenditures  on  heating  apparatus  and  for 
miscellaneous  repairs  in  time  for  presentation  at  this  meeting  of 
the  Board,  it  being  their  intention  to  expend  the  amount  to  be 
devoted  for  current  rei)airs  as  judiciously  and  economically  as 
possible  in  all  sections  of  the  city  in  a  manner  calculated  to  pro- 
duce the  best  results,  but  mainly  in  small  items,  while  the  ex- 
amination of  the  beating  apparatus  in  the  various  school  build- 
ings has  too  recently  been  completed  to  enable  your  committee  to 
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decide  upon  what  particular  repairs  will  be  found  necessary  in 
this  direction. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  desire  to  state  that  while  they 
fully  appreciate  the  desirability  of  making  improvements  in  the 
ventilation  of  a  number  of  school  buildings,  they  deem  it  their 
duty  to  first  consider  the  question  of  sanitation,  and  therefore 
make  their  recommendations  on  that  basis.

The  Chair  stated  the  question  was  on  the  passage  of 
the  foregoing  orders  as  amended,  with  the  exception  of 
the  proposed  amendment  to  Order  No.  50. 

The  orders,  as  amended,  passed  by  a  vote  of  18  to  2. 

Mrs.  Keller,  for  the  Committee  on  Music,  offered  the 
following  :

Mr.  Allen,  for  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
report  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  position  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Schools,  reported  that  they  are  unable 
to  recommend  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  position. 

Mr.  Anderson  presented  the  following  dissenting 
report,  signed  by  himself  : 

From  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  report  to  the 
Board  suitable  candidates  for  the  position  of  Superintendent  and 
Supervisors,  I  dissent,  except  as  to  those  parts  which  report  the 
names  of  Ellis  Peterson,  George  II.  Conley,  Robert  C.  Metcalf 
and  Walter  S.  Parker,  as  suitable  candidates  for  Supervisors. 
With  those  recommendations  I  concur. 

The  report  that  the  committee  find  no  suitable  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Superintendent  is  equivalent  to  finding  that  the 
present  incumbent  of  the  office  is  not  a  suitable  candidate  there- 
for. No  reasons  for  this  report  are  given;  none  have  been 
adduced  in  the  committee.  It  has  not  been  the  practice  in  the 
Boston  public  schools  to  remove  old  and  long-tried  officials  with- 
out cause  stated,  reason  shown  or  hearing  given.  I  know  of  no 
reason,  unless  it  bo  found  in  the  Sui)orintendcnt'8  failure  to  make 
certain  nominations  requested  by  certain  members  of  the  Board, 
why  ho  should  not  be  continued  in  the  office  which  he  has  long 
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and  worthily  filled.  I  therefore  think  that  the  committee  should 
report  the  name  of  Edwin  P.  Seaver  as  a  suitable  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Superintendent. 

The  recommendation  of  the  names  of  Gertrude  Edmund,  Alice 
T.  Lee,  and  D.  O,  S.  Lowell,  as  suitable  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Supervisor,  together  with  the  failure  to  report  the  name  of 
Sarah  L.  Arnold  and  of  George  H.  Martin,  the  present  incum- 
bents, is  equivalent  to  a  recommendation  that  the  present  in- 
cumbents are  not  suitable  candidates  for  the  position  of  Super- 
visor, —  or,  at  least,  that  the  persons  recommended  are  more 
suitable  candidates  for  the  office  than  are  the  present  incumbents. 

The  first  question  which  arises  out  of  this  recommendation  is, 
whether  the  Board  is  justified  in  removing  the  present  incumbents 
under  the  circumstances.  The  Board  clearly  is  so  justified  if 
they  are  not  now  performing  the  duties  of  their  offices  properly, 
or  even  if  other  persons  of  greatly  superior  abilities  and  attain- 
ments who  may  fairly  be  assumed  to  bring  to  the  office  a  far 
greater  degree  of  efficiency,  are  offered  as  candidates.  It  has  not 
been  suggested  as  to  Miss  Arnold  that  she  is  not  qualified  by  en- 
dowment, attainment  and  experience  properly  to  perform  the 
duties  of  her  office.  It  has  been  suggested  in  the  committee  that 
she  has  neglected  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  two  particulars 
have  been  instanced:  —  One  is  that,  some  time  within  the  past 
year  she  is  said  to  have  given  some  lectures  in  New  Orleans,  and 
to  have  been  absent  from  her  post  of  duty  here  for  a  period  of 
about  three  weeks.  I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  true  or  not, 
and,  if  true,  how  long  she  was  absent  or  for  what  reasons,  or  how 
much  interference  there  was  with  her  work.  As  hereinafter 
stated,  she  has  been  given  no  opportunity  to  make  any  explanation 
of  this  absence,  if  it  occurred.  The  second  reason  adduced  why 
she  should  not  be  recommended  is  that  she  is  an  author 
of  school  text  books  and  has  given  some  time  to  the 
preparation  of  these  text  books.  It  is  urged  generally  that 
it  is  not  exjjedient  that  employees  in  the  school  department  should 
be  authors  of  text  books  and  affiliated  with  school-book  publish- 
ing houses,  thus  having  a  money  interest  in  the  books  to  be 
called  for  and  used  by  the  teachers  and  other  administrators  of 
the  school  system.  It  may  be  freely  admitted  that  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  the  merits  of  any  particular 
book  is  of  much  less  worth  than  it  would  be  if  none  of  the  Board 
had  any  interest,  as  authors  or  otherwise,  in  any  book  or  publish- 
ing house.  It  is  also  highly  objectionable  in  many  ways  for 
masters  in  our  schools  to  bocoiue  the  authors' of  books  and  to 
seek  to  push  thein  into  use  in  the  public  .school  system.  But 
this  evil  is  an  incident  of  the  desire  of  people  with  brains  to 
use  them  to  write  books  and  to  receive  compensation  for  so  do- 
ing; unless  the  Board  is  prei)ared  to  take  the  position  that  it  will 
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not  employ  persons  who  have  sufficient  brains  and  activity  thereof 
to  produce  books,  we  shall  have  to  struggle  on  under  the  burden 
of  having  more  or  less  authors  in  our  executive  and  teaching 
force.  It  is,  moreover,  exceedingly  difficult  to  see  why  Miss 
Arnold  should  be  picked  out  as  a  single  author  victim,  while 
most  of  the  supervisors  and  not  a  few  of  the  masters  in  our 
schools  are  equally  guilty.  It  has  not  been  suggested  that  she 
has  in  any  way  abused  her  position  as  Supervisor  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  her  books  into  use.  Her  sole  crime  consists  in  being  an 
author  and  in  the  inference  that  it  takes  some  time  to  be  an 
author.  It  is  a  serious  matter  to  charge  any  one  of  standing  with 
neglect  of  duty.  It  is  an  outrage  to  convict  any  person  of 
neglect  of  duty  without  an  inquiry  into  the  facts  and  giv- 
ing that  person  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  To  drop  a 
Supervisor  from  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  ground 
that  that  Supervisor  has  failed  in  proper  attention  to  the  duties  of 
his  or  her  office,  without  giving  him  or  her  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  on  this  question  of  neglect,  is  as  manifestly  unjust  and  un- 
reasonable as  to  disbar  an  attorney  from  the  practice  of  law  on 
hearsay  evidence  and  without  giving  a  hearing.  What  has  the 
Committee  done  relative  to  Miss  Arnold  ?  She  has  not  been  be- 
fore the  Committee  ;  no  member  of  the  Committee,  during  its 
existence  as  a  Committee,  has  interviewed  her  with  reference  to 
her  performance  of  the  duties  of  her  office.  There  is  not  a  scin- 
tilla of  evidence  before  the  Committee  of  the  slightest  neglect  on 
her  part  which  could  be  for  a  moment  considered  by  even  a 
French  tribunal  of  justice.  If  the  question  of  her  fitness  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  her  office  were  under  discussion,  the  general 
impression  gained  from  hearsay  might  have  some  weight  ;  but  no 
one  has  questioned  her  fitness.  It  is  inconceivable  that  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  bo  prepared  to  deal  with 
one  of  its  chief  executive  officers  in  this  summary  and  unjust  way. 
No  person  of  any  standing  or  reputation  in  the  educational  world 
will  care  to  enter  the  service  of  this  City  with  the'  prospect  of 
being  thrown  out  of  office  for  alleged  neglect  of  duty,  without  a 
scintilla  of  evidence  of  such  'neglect  or  an  opportunity  even  to 
know  that  the  charge  is  made. 

A  few  words  should  be  said  relative  to  the  new  candidates  rec- 
ommended. On  the  information  that  the  Committee  has,  Mr.  D. 
O.  S.  Lowell  is  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  College,  was  Principal 
of  a  High  School  in  a  Maine  town  for  some  years,  and  who  has 
for  many  years  been  a  teacher  of  classics  in  the  Roxbury  Latin 
School.  He  has  had  no  experience  in  supervising  or  superin- 
tending or  in  administration,  except  as  involved  in  the  two  places^ 
as  the  Principal  of  a  High  School  and  a  teacher  of  classics  in  the 
Koxl)ury  Latin  Scliool,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn.  He  is 
said  to  bo,  and  I  have  no  doubt  is,  a  very  scholarly  and  cultivated 
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gentleman,  and  a  good  classical  scholar.  I  make  no  criticism 
upon  him;  but  it  is  not  quite  easy  to  see  how  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors will  be  greatly  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  a  gentle, 
man  of  his  experience. 

Miss  Edmund  is  the  Principal  of  the  Lowell  Training  School, 
and  is,  very  likely,  a  suitable  candidate  for  Supervisor.  There  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  she  is  any  way  superior,  in  point  of  en- 
dowment or  attainment,  to  Miss  Arnold.  Moreover,  Miss  Ed- 
mund states  that  she  desires  her  name  not  to  be  used  as  a  candi- 
date against  Miss  Arnold. 

As  to  Miss  Alice  T.  Lee,  the  Committee  are  very  much  in  the 
dark.  She  was  never  mentioned  as  a  candidate  in  the  Committee 
until  about  half  an  hour  before  its  final  adjournment.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  then  nominated  her  as  a  suitable  candidate 
for  the  Supervisorship.  He  read  a  few  of  the  stereotyped  letters 
of  recommendation  such  as  five  hundred  or  a  thousand  teachers 
in  Boston  can  produce,  none  of  which  letters,  as  I  recall  it,  made 
any  suggestion  that  Miss  Lee  was  eminently  qualified  to  be  a 
Supervisor  for  the  City  of  Boston,  but  simply  said  that  she  was  a 
successful,  conscientious  and  well-equipped  teacher.  The  mem- 
ber nominating  her  did  not  know  where  she  was  educated,  but 
thought  she  had  not  had  a  college  education.  He  alone  of  all  the 
Committee  had  seen  her.  We  have  scores  of  teachers  in  the  City 
of  Boston  who  can  produce  equally  as  good  recommendations, 
whose  work  we  know  about,  and  who  have  had  a  college  educa- 
tion. What  weight  can  be  attached  to  the  recommendations  of  a 
committee  which  will  recommend  an  unknown  woman  to  be  put 
as  Supervisor  over  all  our  cultivated  college  graduates  and  expe- 
rienced teachers  simply  on  the  endorsement  of  three  or  four 
formal  letters  of  recommendation  ? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson,  that  part  of  his  report 
relating  to  the  Superintendent  was  substituted  for  the 
report  offered  by  Mr.  Allen,  and  accepted. 

On  motion   of    Mr.   Allen,  the    Board  proceeded    to  Ballot, 
ballot  for  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.

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fire,  to  the  end  that  this  Board  may  have  positive  re- 
plies to  the  following  inquiries  : 

1st.  Are  the  several  school-houses  provided  with 
adequate  protection  against  fire  by  means  of  alarm  sys- 
tems, water  pails,  extinguishers,  etc.,  and  is  due  care 
exercised  by  those  in  charge  of  the  buildings  to  pre- 
vent fires  occurring. 

2d.  Are  the  school-houses  equipped  with  sufficient 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire ;  are  existing  fire-escapes 
practicable,  and  if  not,  what  changes  should  be  made  to 
render  them  safe  and  suitable  means  of  egress  if  re- 
quired in  an  emergency. 

3d.  Is  it  advisable  to  establish  a  system  of  coop- 
eration between  the  fire  company  or  companies  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  several  school-houses,  and  the  teachers 
and  pupils  therein  in  the  event  of  fire  occurring  on 
school  premises.

To  have  prepared  in  the  same  manner,  plans 
and  specifications  for  new  and  complete  systems  of 
heating  and  ventilation  to  be  installed  in  all  buildings 
whose  present  systems  of  heating  and  ventilating  ha\e 
been  pronounced  defective  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
by  the  District  Police. 

4th.  To  embody  all  of  said  plans  and  specifica- 
tions in  a  printed  report  to  be  submitted  to  this  Board 
not  later  than  at  its  first  meeting  in  December,  1900,  to 
the  end  that  such  material  shall  be  in  convenient  form 
to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session  in 
connection  with  any  application  that  may  be  made  by 
the  School  Committee  for  sufficient  funds  to  enable  it 
to  make  such  improvements.

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Mr.  Berridge,  for  the  same  committee,  reported  that 
immediately  after  the  blowing  away  of  a  portion  of  the 
roof  of  the  Mary  Hemenway  School-house  they  di- 
rected the  School-house  Agent  to  investigate  the 
matter,  and  they  now  present  his  report  as  follows : 

"  An  examination  of  the  roof  and  the  section,  about  32  feet  by 
10  feet,  removed  by  the  gale  was  made  immediately  after  the  ac- 
cident was  reported  to  this  office,  and  it  was  found  that  the 
2-inch  by  4-inch  spruce  rafters,  to  which  was  spiked  the  matched 
planking  forming  the  covering  of  the  deck,  were  not  fastened  in 
any  manner  to  the  upper  chords  of  the  iron  roof  trusses.  The 
planking  was  covered  with  copper  which  terminates  at  the  eaves 
of  the  deck,  or  where  the  deck  and  pitched  roof  join,  with  a 
moulding  which  lapped  onto  the  slating  of  pitched  roof  about 
six  inches.  The  conditions  were  such,  and  the  force  of  the  wind 
of  sufficient  strength,  that  when  it  struck  the  angle  formed  by 
the  cornice,  and  the  pitched  roof  above  described,  the  section  of 
the  deck  not  being  fastened  was  carried  away.  This  would 
never  have  happened  if  the  contractor  or  those  in  his  employ  had 
faithfully  performed  their  work,  and  the  responsibility,  in  my 
judgment,  rests  wholly  on  him.  The  major  portion  of  the  roof 
is  constructed  of  iron  and  is  of  such  strength  that  it  will  with- 
stand any  gale  of  equal  or  greater  fury  than  the  one  recently 
experienced.  The  section  of  the  roof  removed  has  been  replaced, 
and  it  has,  together  with  the  remaining  section,  been  securely 
dogged  to  the  iron  trusses,  and  I  have  no  fear  of  a  like  occur- 
rence again  happening.  It  would  seem  that  the  contractor  who 
constructed  this  roof  should  bear  the  expense  incurred  in  making 
the  repairs,  the  amount  of  which  approximates  $450."

While  tliere  aro  unrloubtcMlly  some  cases  of  overwork  occnrrinp^ 
among  Mie  pupils  in  oiirscliools,  wo  do  notbi.'lieve-  tliat  lliey  arofre- 
(pient  enough  to  indicaLo  Ihjil  our  system  is  at  fault  or  that  our 
courses  of  study  are  such  as  tax  loo  severely  the  average  pupil. 
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During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  increasing  tendency 
toward  a  relaxation  of  the  rigidity  of  the  graded  system  in  our 
schools  which  has  of  course  operat*  d  to  the  advantage  of  pupils 
whose  mental  or  physical  powers  were  likely  to  be  overtaxed  in 
keeping  pace  With  the  class  or  grade  to  which  they  belong.  Fre- 
quent opportunities  have  been  afforded  pupils,  especially  in  High 
Schools,  to  pursue  partial  courses,  and  the  work  accomplished  by 
them  has  been  recognized  by  the  granting  of  certificates  of  profi- 
ciency in  one  or  more  subjects  of  the  regular  course,  and  it  is  now 
proposed  to  authorize  the  giving  of  similar  certificates  to  gram- 
mar school  pupils  who  fail  to  complete  the  entire  course  of  study. 

The  physical  training  of  pupils,  to  which  in  former  years  but 
little  attention  Avas  paid,  is  now  and  has  been  for  some  time  a  sub- 
ject of  steadily  increasing  importance.  The  time  assigned  to  phys- 
ical exercises  in  the  course  of  study  has  been  lengthened,  and 
may  be  still  further  increased  in  the  near  future.  Teachers  are 
better  trained  in  the  system  of  gymnastics  in  use  in  our  schools, 
and  are  more  alive  to  its  importance  in  preserving  their  own 
health  as  well  as  that  of  their  pupils.  Adults  as  well  as  children 
are  devoting  more  of  their  time  to  sports  and  games  in  the  open 
air,  and  the  benefits  derived  from  the  out-of-doors  life  for  which 
opportunity  is  now  so  eagerly  sought,  are  strikingly  illustrated  in 
the  appearance  of  the  school  girls  and  young  ladies  of  the  day  as 
compared  with  the  anaemic  type  with  which  we  were  familiar  a 
few  years  ago. 

Taking  all  these  things  into  account,  we  believe  that  no  cause 
for  alarm  exists  with  regard  to  enforced  overwork  in  our  public 
schools,  and  we  are  further  convinced  that  wise  and  judicious 
treatment  is,  and  will  be,  extended  by  masters  and  teachers  to  any 
pupil  needing  special  consideration.  We  recommend,  therefore, 
that  no  further  action  be  taken  by  the  Boiird  with  regard  to  this 
matter  at  the  present  time.

Your  exhibit,  however,  has  attracted  so  much  favorable  atten- 
tion that  I  am  in  receipt  of  many  requests  from  France,  Russia, 
Austria,  England  and  Italy  to  give  to  their  educational  represen- 
tatives specimen  work  of  the  pupils.  This  is  mostly  contained 
in  bound  volumes  and  albums.  May  I  ask  whether  you  are 
willing  to  release  a  part  or  all  of  the  exhibit  for  this  purpose  ? 

If  50  per  cent,  of  the  bound  volumes  could  be  given  to  meet 
these  requests  I  think  the  courtesy  would  be  highly  appreciated 
by  the  foreign  Administrative  Departments  of  Education.

■"'  Ordered,  That  the  School  Board,  through  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  School  accom. 
be  requested  to  provide  better  school  accommodations  for  the  rg^  '  ^^^\ 
children  of  the  Lowell  and  George  Putman  Districts,  Ward  22, 
who  are  compelled  to  attend  the  various  '  annex  '  school-rooms 
(such  as  at  323  and  325  Centre  street),  which  places  are  poorly 
located,  poorly  ventilated,  and  in  every  way  unsuitable  for 
school  purposes,'^ 

Reports  that  the  allegations  in  said  order,  that  the  various  annex 
school-rooms  therein  referred  to  "are  poorly  located,  poorly  ven- 
tilated, and  in  every  way  unsuitable  for  school  purposes,"  are  sub- 
stantially tTTue,  particularly  as  to  the  rooms  at  323  and  325  Centre 
street.  Your  committee  has  made  strenuous  efforts  to  secure 
suitable  rooms  in  place  of  these.  It  as  yet  has  been  unable  to  do 
so,  but  hopes  to  secure  such  before  January  1. 

It  is  agreearthat  the  remedy  for  the  overcrowded  condition  of 
the  Lowell  D  ritrict  is  a  six-room  addition  to  the  Wyman  school. 
Early  this  }  ?ax  your  committee  had  plans  prepared  for  this  and 
was  ready  to  build  as  soon  as  money  was  provided.  The  sum  of 
forty  thousand  dollars  for  this  purpose  was  included  in  the 
emergency  loan  bill  passed  by  the  City  Council  during  the  past 
summer.     This  item  was  vetoed  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  School  Committee 
secured  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the  city  to  borrow  three 
million  dollars  for  the  erection  of  new  school-houses,  the  absolute 
necessity  for  which  is  patent  even  to  the  most  casual  observer. 
This  act  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor  (through  what  influences  may 
be  inferred)  on  the  ground  that  the  city  needed  no  legislative 
authority  to  negotiate  the  loan,  and  the  City  Council  was  accord- 
ingly appealed  to  to  provide  the  funds.  The  City  Council  then 
passed  a  loan  bill  for  school" building  purposes,  which  bill  to  the 
astonishment  of  your  committee  was  vetoed  by  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  upon  grounds  diametrically  opposite  to  those  relied  upon 
by  the  Governor  in  his  veto  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  His 
Honor  the  >Ia,yor  holding  that  the  city  could  not  negotiate  the 
loan  withouD.i«he  authority  of  the  Legislature. 

Vour  committee  has  made  every  endeavor  to  provide  accommo- 
dations for  the  vast  and  constantly  increasing  number  of  pupils  in 
our  public  scliools,  and  in  these  endeavors  it  has  been  persistently 
hindered,  if  not  wilfully  impeded,  by  those  in  authority,  charged 
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with  the  duty  of  providing  funds  for  the  erection  and  furnishing 
of  new  buildings. 

With  our  school-houses  at  the  end  of  the  last  school  year 
crowded  to  their  limit,  with  an  increase  over  last  year  of  scholars 
sufficient  to  completely  fill  at  least  three  sixteen-room  buildings, 
which  would  cost  not  less  then  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  not  a  single  dollar  has  been  provided  for  their  accommo- 
dation. 

With  every  expectation,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  of  funds 
sufficient  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a  number  of  new  and 
commodious  school  buildings,  your  committee  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  compelled  to  take  pride  in  exhibiting,  as  the  result  of  it& 
year's  labor,  nine  temporary,  portable  wooden  structures  erected 
in  the  yards  of  other  school-houses,  and  to  report  that  even  these 
makeshift  accommodations  were  made  possible  only  by  the  use 
of  an  unexpended  balance  of  an  old  appropriation. 

In  addition  to  these  temporary  structures  it  has  been  necessary 
to  hire  other  temporary  quarters  in  every  section  of  the  city. 
Halls,  churches,  stores,  and  even  dwelling-houses  have  been 
pressed  into  service,  until  the  rentals  therefor  have  reached 
the  enormous  amount  ot  more  than  forty-eight  thousand 
dollars,  representing  the  interest  on  a  sum  which  would  be  ample  to 
construct  new  buildings  enough  to  accommodate  over  ejght  thou- 
sand scholars.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  this  annual 
waste  of  forty-eight  thousand  dollars,  which  should  instead  be 
interest  on  invested  capital,  is  not  a  sound  business  principle,  and 
would  not  be  tolerated  for  an  instant  in  any  mercantile  establish- 
ment; it  is,  however,  an  evil  which  has  been  forced  upon  the 
School  Committee  which  is  powerless  to  cure  or  prevent  it,  the 
remedy  being  in  the  hands  of  others  who  refuse  to  apply  it. 

With  an  increase  of  five  million  in  the  borrowing  capacity  of 
the  city,  which  the  citizens  were  assured  would  be  a  remedy  for 
every  financial  ill,  with  every  householder's  estate  increased  in  its 
assessed  value,  with  the  rate  of  taxation  increased  by  $1.60  per 
thousand,  the  citizens  of  Boston  had  a  right  to  expect- that  suit- 
able accommodations  would  be  provided  for  their  children  in  the 
public  schools.  Vigorous  complaints,  not  only  from  the  City 
Council  but  also  from  justly  indignant  parents,  about  the  utter 
inadequacy  of  the  accommodations  furnished  by  the  city  to  the 
scholars,  have  become  so  frequent  that  your  committee  feels  that 
the  dignity  of  the  School  Committee  demands  that  the  School 
Committee  should  emphatically  decline  to  be  held  responsible  for 
a  condition  of  affairs  with  the  creation  of  which  it  had  nothing  to 
do,  but  for  the  alleviation  of  which  it  has  done  everything  in  its 
power. 

The  duplicity  between  the  City  Hall  and  the  State  House 
has  resulted  in  the  School  Committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  being 
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left  without  a  single  dollar  at  its  disposal  for  the  construction  of 
school  buildings  absolutely  necessary,  and  your  committee  re- 
spectfully submits  that  the  blame  for  this  should  be  placed  where 
it  belongs,  and  not  laid  at  the  door  of  the  School  Committee. 

Your  committee  recommends,  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  re- 
spectfully transmitted  to  the  City  Council,  through  His  Honor 
the  Mayor.

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In  case  any  member  of  the  School  Committee  is  still  in  doubt 
as  to  the  precise  reason  why  it  became  my  duty,  however  un- 
pleasant or  unpopular,  to  veto  certain  school-house  items  in  the 
loan  bill  passed  by  the  City  Government  some  months  ago,  I  en- 
close, for  attention  and  information,  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  by  which  alone  I  was  guided. 

No  impartial  citizen  can  justify  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  the  issue 
of  bonds  the  legality  of  which  is  denied  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel. 

I  regret,  and  all  friends  of  the  School  Committee  will  regret, 
that  you  should  reflect  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  I  submit  that  I  ought  not  to  forward  such  a  communication 
without  giving  you  an  opportunity  for  proper  action. 

Thinking  that  possibly  your  committee  reported  upon  insuffi- 
cient or  erroneous  information,  I  return  your  communication  for 
suitable  modification,  if  you  so  desire.

Dear  Sir,  —  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  authority  of  the 
City  Council  to  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools,  I  have  to  say:  That,  in  my  opinion.  Chapter  400  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1898  provides  in  Section  1  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee shall  "Make  approjDriations  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  of  said  city  for  the  financial  yearj  including  repairs  and 
alterations  of  school  buildings",  and  that  "any  vote  or  appropria- 
tion requiring  a  larger  assessment  than  as  above  specified  shall  be 
void,  and  said  School  Committee  shall  have  no  authority  to  incur 
any  liability  or  make  any  expenditure  in  excess  of  such  appropria- 
tions, anything  in  the  statute  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 

So  far  as  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to  authorize  a  loan  for 
the  construction  of  school  buildings  is  concerned.  Chapter  408  of 
the  Acts  of  1895  provides  in  Section  1  that  "The  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  have  full  power  and  control  of 
the  design,  construction,  erection,  and  furnishing  of  all  school 
buildings";  and  in  Section  4  that  "The  City  Treasurer  of  said 
city,  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  lands  taken  and  the 
building  and  furnisliing  of  school-houses  aforesaid,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  on  the  request  of  said  Scliool  Committee,  issue  and 
sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said  city  ";  and  in  Section  6  that  "Said 
treasurer  shall  hold  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  in  the  treasury  of 
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said  city,  and  pay  therefrom  the  expenses  for  said  lands  and 
school-houses." 

So  that  in  my  opinion,  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  to, 
and  it  did,  separate  entirely  the  School  Committee  from  the  City 
Council,  and  left  the  School  Committee  with  full  power  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  the  schools  and  the  erection  and  furnishing  of 
school-houses,  and,  as  the  law  stands  now,  the  only  money  which 
the  School  Committee  can  appropriate  and  use  for  the  "  support 
of  the  public  schools  "  is  an  amount  equal  to  $2.90  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  average  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
in  said  city,  as  ascertained  under  the  provisions  of  law  limiting 
the  rate  of  taxation  in  said  city  in  the  year  189S ;  and  the  only 
money  the  School  Committee  can  use  for  the  "  construction, 
erection,  and  furnishing  of  school  buildings"  is  the  proceeds  of 
the  loans  authorized  by  the  Legislature  therefor.

Candidates  who  do  not  reside  in  Boston 
and  who  will  pay  tuition  fees  may  be  admitted  upon  passing  an 
examination  not  less  satisfactory  than  that  passed  by  resident 
candidates.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or  of  a  State 
Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  may  be 
admitted  to  this  school,  and  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified  to 
advanced  standing  in  the  school,  and  may  take  the  kindergarten 
course  or  any  of  the  other  optional  courses  in  one  year.

At  the  same  time  your  committee  recognize 
that  the  call  from  Galveston  is  based  on  conditions 
unusual,  and  is  entitled  to  every  consideration  that  can 
in  justice  to  our  own  children  be  given  it.

a  good  moral  character.  They  must  have  completed  a  four  years' 
course  of  study  in  a  Boston  High  School,  receiving  a  diploma,  or 
an  equivalent  course  of  study  elsew^here,  vrith  diploma.  As  an 
additional  prerequisite  for  admission  a  special  examination  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  in  each  year,  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  for  graduates  of  the  Boston  High  Schools,  and  for 
other  candidates  a  special  examination  of  as  high  degree  shall  be 
held  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or  of  a 
Massachusetts  State  Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  may  be  admitted  to  the  school  without  examination, 
and,  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified,  may  be  admitted  to  the  first 
class,  and  may  take  the  kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the 
other  optional  courses  in  one  year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to 
this  school  for  the  regular  and  special  courses,  only  at  the  be- 
ginning of  a  school  year.  All  pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation, 
and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they 
prove  unsuitable  for  this  school,  shall  be  discharged.
